School Report. 





TO THE SELECTMEN OF NEW LONDON :— 

Gentlemen—Herewith your School Board transmits the statisti- 
cal report for the last school year, ending June 30, 1897, as prepared 
by the Board whose resignations led to our appointment. 

Your School Board found the Colby Hill, Elkins, Low Plain and 
Burpee Hill schools in session, contracts having been made with their 
respective teachers for a term of ten weeks. In accordance with your 
instructions at the time of our appointment, we at once opened a 
school in the other three districts, placing the West under the charge 
of Miss Una Rowell; the North under Miss Emma Stanley; and the 
Pleasant street under Miss Mary Kidder. The North school was con- 
tinued. eight weeks, being then closed in accord with the expressed 
wishes of the parents of the pupils; while the others have been in 
session ten weeks. 

Your Board found the school supplies practically exhausted, and 
we have purchased what seemed to be required in sufficient quantities 
to secure the best terms, and probably the supplies now on hand will 
last for a considerable portion of the coming year. Such repairs, 
mainly to outbuildings, as seemed necessary to meet the regulations 
of the State Board of Health have also been made. 

After carrying out all the contracts made by the former Board 
and paying the expenses involved in our own contracts, about $375 
reniain in the Treasury for future expenditure. 

Your Board has not been in office a sufficient. length of time to be 
able to formulate any definite policy for the future conduct of the 
schools, should the town continue to entrust them to our care, but 
some things have been already forced to our attention and can be 
suggested. 

First. It does not seem wise to have the terms of a district where 
the pupils are nearly or quite all young children of Primary grade so 
arranged as to continue after the cold of winter commences, and deep 
snows force them to remain at home. 
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Second. It seems that arrangements should be made according 
to some wise plan that would accommodate the largest number possi- 
ble whereby the older boys in the town can attend school in that part 
of the year when there is the least to be done at home. For such boys 
no better time can be found, probably, than the month of February 
and the first twenty days of March. The present plan closed all the 
schools February fourth. 

A further careful study of all the conditions must be made to 
enable your Board to formulate any plan to carry out these sugges- 
tions. 

There are several pupils in our schools that are very near toa 
proper High School grade. They must, under present conditions, 
either drop their education or attend Colby Academy, their parents 
paying tuition as required by the Trustees. Some of the parents are 
utterly unable to meet this condition. Your Board would respectful- 
ly suggest that the town consider whether it would not be wise to 
contract with the academy under Chap. 89, Sec. Il, Laws of N. H., 
for the instruction of allits pupils of High School grade. It would 
seem that the addition to the general intelligence of the town in the 
future would more than repay the small increase of expenditure , 
which would be required.
